No 
one oarts to corrout him thiro. Iln mm 
do-ns ho did on 'nuirf-ilny— rf.'ul iiclmiso 
from tbe Indopondt'nt'o of ParliamoiH Act 
that does not npplj to tho accusation, and 
ypglect to read ario her c'a iso tbr-i ro 
fnlL'fl tbe charge.

Ia that paper I 
find tho following questions, prepared 
by the Engineer in-Chief of tho Paci- 
fic Railway, and submitted through 
tbe Colonial Ofiice to Naval Officers 
and others in Erigland for 'their opin-

Two points in connection with those 
questions have struck me forcibly: — 

Ist. they wore not comprehensive 
enough, as two of tho best harbors were 
omitted — Esquimalt aud Stamp har- 
bors. I cannot see any just reason for 
these harbors being omitted from these 
reference, and can hardly think it waa 
done purposely. 

2ud. I cannot imagine tho Minister 
of Public Works — who is more direct- 
ly charged with tho conduct of public 
works — • issuing instructions to have 
such a reference made — tantamount to 
an acknowledgement of an absent of 
sufficient ability in tbe Dominion to 
arrive ut a conclusion regarding its 
public works — besidssj' shifting the re- 
sponsibility from responsible to irre- 
sponsible shoulders.. And the Engin- 
eer-in-Chief must, in preparing those 
questions, have done so against bis 
better judgment, and such a course 
throws a doubt on tho ability of his 
own stafi', a staff that embraces some 
of the best engineers in thei country, 
quite oapabId«<!'of ^6rni)ng«''> a> correct 
opinid^ of harbors andsitesfor termin- 
us. 

What is the use of explorations and 
surveys, prosecuted during the last 
six years, if at this late hour informa- 
tion must be sought from persons who 
take but littio interost in the matter; I 
am not speaking against obtaining the 
best aud fullest information possible; 
On the contrary, I tliihk "it is right; 
but I say that no information can be 
had from England beyond that uow in 
possession of the Government, the eu- 
ginoera, aud every person who likes 
to look into tbe questions. Charts and 
sailing directions iaaued by the Lords 
Comiuissioners of the Admiralty, show- 
ing depth of water, force of tide, rooks 
aud shoals, are accessible to all. But 
honorable'geotlemeQ may be surprised 
to hear it there We only two living 
men in England, w](jo from personal 
knowledge, are in a * position to give 
au opinion of the harbors of British 
Columbia. The ona is Admiral Kioh- 
ards, who for years commanded the 
surveys on that coast, and aftei wards 
became Hydrogruphor; and the other 
is Stafi^ Commander Pender, who 
came out with' Adtiiiral Bicbards, and 
was left to comploto the surveys, and 
even then all that these gentlemen 
know is to bfj found, as I have said 
before, iu charts and other publica- 
tions. I have a book iu ray baud call- 
ed "Tho Vancouver Inland Pilot," 
Dublished by the Admiralty, from 
wliich I will read a few extracts bear- 
ing on pome of the harbors mentioned 
ia tho Engiueer-in-Chicf's reference or 
questions, and on some not mentioned. 
injf( ro roniarkiij;^' on tboso harborn, I 
wish to state that I have no intention 
to .say anything of a local or Bectionul 
characUsr. I am nut giving ^iiy own 
opinions, but thoso of unbiased pro- 
fessional men. I have my own opin- 
ions, and I know that other gentlemen 
in this clKiinber have theirs, and no 
good would result from a conflict of 
opinions. I will, therefore, deal with 
tho matter justly. 

I will first take Burrard Inlot. This 
in the most southerly harbour on tho 
mainland, am.' would have been the 
tornnnua, probably, had tho PraBor 
Hivor routf) becu found practicable. 
This book in my hand contains the 
following dose. '.J tion : — 'Burrard Inlet 
dillurs from most of tho sounds on this 
coast, from being easy of access to ves- 
sels of any size or class, and iu the con- 
venient depth for aneborage. It is divid- 
ed into three harbors— Engli-sh Bay or 
outer anchorage; Coal Harbor, on tho 
south sidu of tijo inlet, within tho llr?t 
narrows; aud Port Moody, beyond the 
Roooud narrows. Vessttlu iniendiD^ to 
pass tho narrows muat attend to the tidis. 
Tlio broivlth of thu chuuuel is not inorj 
than ono and one-half cables, with a d^pth 
of twelve fathoms. Aflat, compused of 
Hhin;j;ie and boulder fitones,' covering with 
the early flood, extends o.T the north 
fihoro, HO that tiie penin.-iular blufY inu;it 
bo kept pretly clo.so aboard. Tho ntrength 
of tho tide iu the first narrows is from/our 
to eight knots. The only directions ueoes- 
sary for a steamer are to keep the south 
shore i<,board and /o 6o quick and cartful 
with thu helm. To a sailing nhip a know- 
Imlf/c. of the. locality is necessary, na woU as 
a coininandtng breeze, SQd it should nevnr 
bo riiiiuiipicd ' mth full strength of the 
Blroam." Honorable gontlemeu will ob- 
sorvn that the firfit antl last parts of tho 
descriptions of this harbor do not agree. 
The tides are doubtless very strong, but 
oneo in. it cannot be denied that tho bar 
bor in j'ood. I will tnko Bute Inlet next, 
ami from exlraets which I will road pre- 
sontly it will bo seen that this harbor has 
been looked npon for some ,tiin«, »• tho 
termuiatioa oa th« ia*U»l(«d of th« Pwi. 



fio Railway. We never had any fears that 
it would go north of this. This harbor, 
has been mucli abused, but, altbongh not 
a til sc class, yet there is suflicient room 
and good anehorngd at a piano of traua- 
liort to a better harbor. Prom Vancouver 
Island f Hot: Unto Inlet. — This exten 
sivo arm of the soa penetrates the conti- 
nent for nearly foity miles, the general 
broadtn varying from one to two mdos. 
Waddington Harbor, at the head of tho 
Inlet, beiogin fact its termination, is 
about two miles in extent. Tho best an- 
chorage is near the norib part, about half 
a milo offshore, in fiftoon fathom-", but, it 
is PXpos'>d to the soiith-weat winds. Ho- 
matheo River and Wadding' on liaroor 
are likeiy to l)ei;omi) pi iCOi of some im- 
portance, as from tho sources of t!su for- 
mer an easy route has been discovered to 
the far north gold mining regions of Bri- 
tish Columb a. In na\igating Bu'.e Inlet 
b it few din ctions are requi(0il, ai the 
points may be approache.l lo half a cable. 
Stuart ]|4aa,di!iit the northeln^ |teftitina- 
i ion of Calm "Channel, and itf'th'eentriiice 
of Butf> Inlet, ifii about four miles in ex- 
tent. Its shores are rocky and clear of 
danger; the tide* run strongly round its 
north and west sides, but tUeria is^a clear 
passage into Butei to the oasiward of it 
nearly a milo wide, \rit\i':ii Very slack 
xtream." This harbor, it will; be seen, ia 
very easy of approach. ;. ' 

I will now take Esquimalt Harbor, and 
it will be within tho recollection of hon- 
orable gentlemen that this was the harbor 
selectud as tho terminus by tho previous 
Government; it is the host harbor in the 
Province, and likely to beojtae the ter- 
minus ovoutually in connection with the 
Bute Inlet rbuto. 

The Vancouver I.sland Pilot says of it; 
"Esquimalt harbor is a safo and excellent 
anchorage for ships of any size, and with 
tbe aid of tho li||jht on l"'i-gard Island may 
be entered at al.i timea with great facility. " 
Nothing more nsed be said about this 
harbor. Stamp Harbor, in Alborui Inlet, 
has also hoeu si- nkon of as tho western 
terminus, and no doubt it is the most di- 
rect and open to the Pacific as forming 
pt^t^i^tbe But©' route, although .nptvip: 
wiioh in the direct line of'commeroe as 
Esquimalt. 1 fiud the following descrip 
tion of it: '"Stamp H irbor, at the head 
of Alberui Inlet, is a capacious and. seonre 
anohbrdjge two'milesiii length,' and '^^rjr- 
ing in breadth from four cables to one 
mile. Irs worteru chore is high and 
rooky, but t.ho eu.stcrn side and bead !?.?o 
low aud fertile with a quantity of clear, 
level land almost tit for cultivation." • 

Now, I contend that these two last har- 
bors, tho very best in the whole Province, 
should have been included in this rofer- 
nnco, oven if neither of them ever became 
the terminus. These navril surveyors did 
not examine the difTorent harbors with 
the idea of their ever becoming the ter- 
minus of a transcontinental railway, al- 
though thoroughly done; whereas tho en- 
gineers sent out by tho Dominion have 
mado careful examinations with tbat 
special purpose in view. Although sur- 
veys wore iiajtdd.^of inlets : northwest of 
Bute, few ever doubted but Burrard Inlet 
or Bute would be tho terminus; and it ia 
a notorious fact that neither tbe Govern- 
ment nor the engineers anticipated any 
diffionlty about tbe faarbpraati'd'site of tht 
tarminns, all this time has bean oonsum- 
ed chiefly in finding the best route to 
those harbor'*. In evidence of this I will 
quote from the Premier's sjpeeohea in 
1S75 and 1876, when cxplainiog^ tta^ pro- 
gro.-is of the surveys. I find in'tha «a»- 
sard (1875) folio 561, the fodowiug: 
"A complete iu.sirumental survey has 
been made from Teto JanMo Cache down 
the VttilfT of the l-Vrfser River, following 
tbe north bend of iho Fraser, by what in 
known as route No. 6, down to Kort 
George, where the Necnaeo Itiver falls 
iut J the Fraser. The dis'ance from Yellow 
Head Pa^s to i<'oi't George is 215 miles 
with extremely favorab.e gradients and 
light works of construction. A survey 
Was priijeetod from Furt George across 
the Ghilcoion country to coiiueet with 
Lake Tatia with the surveys m idu iu 1874 
to Bute Inlet. Tho whoio distance from 
Fort George to Buta is 305 luilea, bnt a 
small portion of that route is still uusur- 
veyed, being the part at the head of 
Niiihaco River, a di>t.iuee of fifty or -ixty 
miles. Except ovor this siuull distance 
ih'^re is i.>o practical dillieulty whatever t'l 
bo eueouniered in passing through the 
country, following tho valley o. tho Fraa- 
er as I have st 'to. I, and this gap is boin;/ 
at prei^ent surveyed 'ly a par y on snow 
shoo-'; tbe only reason foriloing that is to 
enable the Government at onoe lo doior- 
mine whether thit p;irt of the ronio pre- 
sents any forrai<lablo phyrii-al obstrue- 
tuiria, fur lyf/ do.;.-; not we shall then be 
able TO iiocAFE AT ONCE thif wholf. of the 
lino through Briti-li Oolnmbia." 

In flnitsard, 1876, I tind the following: 
fhu 15iUt! Inlet route was siirvoyed ul- 
i>:(t CDUiiil'itoly hiat, year, eK;;uptuig a 
(liataueo of nixiy or HOVi'iity mile--, royard- 
which wo ohla 111 d sonio infornialioa 
atier Parliament rose last ae^iiion, TIhh 
route is one that wu knew lo'orably well 
last year. It has been .somewhat, c iiefull.v 
surveyed from Ihe head of tlio inlet iiy tho 
Iley of tho Homatheo River. It wa- 
thonght udvifsabh) to exaiuino tho east 
branch of the river last year, and malie 
au instrumental survey of it. This has 
been completed, aud wo know now that 
wo can got a mora farorablo routo by tlio 
branch, tho highest grade heiiiK 
about 107 foet to the mile, and that for a 
distance of two or three miles loss th;in 
tho high grado by tho west bramdi, willi 
tho additional advantage that there is a 
level rest about threo-qu u tf'iH of a mi o 
iu the long steep grade which makes it 
very favorable." 

Hnnoratde gentlemen will see tbat the 
diflieultios alluded to by the Proniier iu 
187.') have been overcome, and that a high- 
ly favorable lino is locaieil from Bute In- 
let to Yollowhead. No doubt is exproshed 
about harbor.s, and this makes it still 
morn romarkablo that this rofurence to 
England should bo mado, and that Earl 
Caruarvon Bhould di.spl ly such a suddon 
anxiety about the western terminus. 
What can it all moan? Can it bo to 
Htrengthen his Lordship'.s arguments in 
tho British Columbia case, and cause more 
delay? But no outside opinion will ro- 
fflove tbe responsibility in connection 
with the matter from tho G..verument 
Who can havo prompted Earl Carnarvon 
to tako HO deep an interest in tho question 
of torminun? For I feol certain that uii- 
Bolioited ho wonld not olTor an opinion or 
interfere in tho internal airair-i of fcho 
country. In hia dinpateh ti) His Ex- 
colloncy, dated IKth ,111110, 187'1, when 
the griovanooB of British Uolumbia were 
first brought to bis nolico ho said, "It is 
not my wish, nor is it a part of my ordin- 
ary duty to interfere in these questions."
